Jurisdiction during the past yoar. It ia therefore unnecessary for 
me to occupy your time with repetition, 


I respectfully call your attention" to the present system and 


routine of the G. K. of B. and S. office. 
Unavoidable delays occur 


in furnishing supplies to Subordinates, that are at once expensive to 
this Grand Lodge, unpleasant for Grand and Subordinate officers, 
aud makes the proper transaction ot business, of both Grand and 
Subordinate Lodges, on impossibility. Such legislation should be 
enacted as vonld remedy this. An increase of the revenue of this 
Grand Lodge would result, without any additional expense to Subor- 
dinates; business between Grand and Subordinate Lodges would be 
grea'tly facilitated, and the expenses of the G. K. of E. and S. ma- 
terially reduced. 


I beg leave to suggest that this Grand Body consider the advis- 


ability of procuring a proper deak or ohrfst for the G. K. of E. aud 8. 
office, to properly preserve the Journals and other properties of the 
Grand Lodge. The present mode of keeping them is insecure, and 
in case of fire a very great loss might be sustained by this Grand 
Lodge. It would be (She means of saving the Grand Lodge much ex- 
pense, if. a small sum uf money were placed in the keeping of the G. 
K. of E. and S. to immediately pay offie« expenses, expresgage, 
blank printing, and small bills. It would also obviate the necessity 
of drawing a warrant and paying a postal fee for each little account 
that might be presented. The G. K. of E. and S. should render a 
proper statement at each session of the Grand Lodge of this money, 
and all moneys paid out should be shown by proper vouchers.

The moon revolves around the 


earth in an elliptic orbit, with the 
earth in the focus; the eccentricity 
of the ellipse being equal to .05401 
of half its mijijor axis, or more than 
3%times that of the earth's orbit. 
The point at which the moon id near- 
est the earth is called the perigee, 
and that at which she is farthereat 
from it her apogee, and the line join- 
ing these two points is called the 
line of apsides. 
When the moon is 


at the perigee, she is within 225,000 
miles, and when at the apogee more 
than 251,000 miles from the ocean. 
Hence, the mean, or average distance 
is given in round numbers at 238,- 
656 miles. Tbe path of the earth is 
not strictly a circle, but an ellipse 
of small eccentricity, in one of the 
foci of which is the sun. It :B near- 
est the sun, or io perihelion, at the 
beginning of the year, or when the 
northern hemisphere has Winter.
